Taper grinding produces a saw. say 20 gauge along its 
entire tooth edge, 20 gauge on its bark at the butt, and from 
23 to 24 gauge on the back at the point, and —now mark 
this well -gradually tapering throughout the blade from 
the thickest toward the thinnest point. This allows the 
saw to cut. rapidly with very little set. You should realize 
the distinction be: ween Atkins Taper Grinding and the 
so-called thin back saw which is ground an even thickness 
along the tooth edge and simply dubbed off somewhat 
thinner on the back. 


Smithing 

The smithing of a hand saw is the process which enables 
the blade to run true. It is not apparent to the naked eye, 
and for this reason is omitted from many saws. In the 
Atkins plant, the process of smithing is deemed one of the 
most important features in the manufacture of saws, and 
w'e employ only the most skilled ami experienced men for 
this work. 


The Finish 

Atkins Silver Steel saws may lie easily distinguished 
by the beauty and fineness of tbeir polish. The famous 
Damaskeen and mirror finishes arc used only on Atkins 
saws. Each Atkins saw is etched on the blade with the 
Atkins name and AAA trade-mark for identification.
